My belief about what to do conesfroa long experience of which you are aware 
smawgh. it bsgiaa with the certainty of being right and i^ tend i aag to do right, foa 
will find that in time of adversity and particularly when facing seemingly owerwhleming 
odds this mamas much, this includes an important emotional eonstdeiation - there is no 
defeat, no failure in not succeeding.
